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R.  E.  Jones,  poultry  specialist,  and  the  county  agents  in  Connecticut  have 
come  across  with  another  splendid  report  on  the  "Grow  Healthy  Chicks"  campaign. This 
campaign  seeks  to  teach  the  value  of  eight  poultry  practices  and  to  get  poultry- 
men  and  farm  flock  owners  to  pledge  that  they  will  adopt  these  practices  and  report 
results.  Here  is  the  report  for  three  years  work:

This  report  shows  increases  in  the  number  of  chicks  enrolled;  number  reported 
on;  number  of  men  following  all  eight  practices;  egg  production  per  bird;  and  a de- 
crease in  mortality.  Complete  records  also  show  that  a much  larger  number  of  farm- 
flock  owners  have  enrolled  each  year.  Draw  your  own  moral  from  this  record  as  to 
the  value  of  careful  planning;  carrying  a campaign  for  several  years;  and  effective 

reporting.
